The 10 tons of wet sand cas­ 
cad ed onto the bu s as the trailer 
flipped ov er after tu rning a 
corner and scraping the sid e of 
the bu s at an intersection near 
Wind sor, a city across the De­ 
troit Riv er from Detroit. 
“The kid s were y elling their 
head s off. It was pitifu l,” said 
Gerald Gemu s, 31, of Old castle, 
Ont. Gemu s, who arriv ed at the 
scene ju st after the accid ent 
occu rred , ad d ed , “I hope I nev ­ 
er see any thing like it again.” 
The bu s was carry ing the chil­ 
d ren home from Frith School in 
Maid stone, 
with one

Holid ay s. Most of the child ren 
liv ed in Ihe Old castle area near 
Wind sor. 
Child ren trapped insid e the 
bu s were screaming.

The poll organization also said 
Wed nesd ay that the Repu blicans 
are still so greatly in the minor­ 
ity that to win a presid ential 
election a Repu blican cand id ate 
wou ld hav e to win a sizable ma­ 
jority of ind epend ent v oters and 
some Democratic v otes in ad d i­ 
tion to hold ing all his own par­ 
ty ’s v otes. 
Since the elections last Nov . 8 , 
the poll said , the percentage of 
v oters calling themselv es Dem­ 
ocrats has fallen to 44 per cent 
— d own nine points from the 
high of 1964 and within two 
points of the low mark of 42 per 
cent in 1940.

WASHINGTON (AP) - North 
Korea has joined in the Commu ­ 
nist world 's su pport of North 
Vietnam by su pply ing a contin­ 
gent of pilots who apparently 
are tu toring Hanoi's fly ers in 
aerial operations.

Intelligence 
confirmed 
the presence of 25 to 50 North 
Koreans in North Vietnam in 
recent d ay s, it was learned . 
Sou rces said tod ay the North 
Koreans arriv ed six to eight 
weeks ago. bu t are not known to 
hav e participated in any en­ 
gagements 
with 
American 
planes. 
One sou rce categorized the 
Koreans as cou nterparts to U.S. 
military 
teams 
assigned 
to 
some foreign cou ntries to pro­ 
v id e technical training and as­ 
sistance. 
Another, 
howev er, 
su ggested they might be in 
North Vietnam for some train­ 
ing of their own in a combat 
zone. 
The ex act role of the North 
Koreans was not spelled ou t of­ 
ficially bu t, gov ernment spokes­ 
men said , they hav e been fly ing 
ou t of Hanoi’s main bases. 
It is too early to attach signif­ 
icance to the North Korean en­ 
try into the war pictu re, sou rces 
said . 
North Vietnam has a small 
air force of Sov iet-mad e planes. 
The 
Pentagon 
cred its 
Hanoi 


with 15 to 20 MIG21s, 40 to 50 
old er MIG15 s and MIG17 s anci. 
six old Ru ssian IL28 bombers. 
There hav e been u nconfirmec 
reports that the Sov iets hav e 
prov id ed 100 more planes in re­ 
cent weeks. 
The North Vietnamese planes 
howev er, hav e not been a major 
obstacle to U.S. planes striking 
at military targets in the north 
For this reason, and becau se 
the 
ad ministration 
seeks 
to 
av oid escalating the war, the 
United 
States 
has 
refrained 
from 
bombing 
Hanoi’s 
air 
bases, officials said . 
Officials said North Korea lias 
a competent air force, largely 
becau se of Sov iet help. The 
North Korean

large hav e been trained by the 
Sov iets and in Sov iet planes.

JERUSALEM. Jordan Sector 
(AP) — Despite tension along 
the armistice line between Jor­ 
dan and Israel, Arab officials 
are 
preparing 
to 
open 
the 
barbed 
wire 
Friday 
and 
let 
more than 5,000 Israeli’s into 
the holy city of Jerusalem for 
Christmas. 
These are the Arab Christians 
of Israel, cut off from their rela­ 
tiv es in the Arab world for the 
past 18 years of Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 


Throughout the year the arm i­ 
stice lines are closed except to 
diplomats, 
U.N. 
officials 
and 
some tourists, and no Arab or 
Israeli can cross through the 
Mandelbaum Gate, the only au­ 
thorized passage through the no­ 
man’s land. As at the Berlin 
Wall, anyone who tries to cross 
illegally runs the risk of getting 
shot. 


Since 1950. howev er, under a 
U.N. agreement, the red and 
white striped barrier of Mandel 
baum has been raised at Christ­ 
mas to let a selected list of 
Christian 
Arabs 
cross. 
Each 
year the number has grown. No 
m atter how high the tension be­ 
tween the two sides, the Christ­ 
mas crossing has taken place 
ev ery year. 


Jordanian officials in the U.N 
liaison office said 5.278 appli­ 
cants would walk across the 
truce lines Friday morning —- a 
record number — and stay in 
Jordan until Christmas night. 
Despite the recent crisis in 
Jordan, with riots and demon­ 
strations sweeping the western 
part of the country', the Holy 
Land returned to tranquility as 
Christmas preparations began. 
Thousands of v isitors were ex­ 
pected to conv erge from around 
the world for the sacred rites at 
Christ’s 
birthplace 
in 
Bethle­ 
hem.

NEW YORK (AP) - A com­ 
pany wishing to withdraw its 
stock from trading on a major 
stock exchange may find the 
delisting requirements tougher 
than the listing standards. 
The v arious exchanges 
fre­ 
quently delist companies that do 
not meet their standards, gener­ 
ally because the company has a 
v ery poor earnings record, is 
too closely held or because its 
shares are too inactiv e. 
For a company to seek delist 
ing is rare. Ev en more rare is 
the accomplishment of the wish. 


W he n 
Rockwell-Standard 
Corp. was reported this week as 
considering the idea of leav ing 
the New York Stock Exchange 
for the ov er-the-counter market, 
researchers at the Big Board 
went through records for pre­ 
v ious delistings. 
They found that the most re­ 
cent v oluntary withdrawal was 
in 1939. when Dominion Stores 
decided it could better promote 
its Canadian image by delisting. 
For a listed company to leav e 
the Big Board requires the ap­ 
prov al of two-thirds of the out­ 
standing shares. In addition, the 
delisting process is defeated if 
objections arise from 
10 per 
cent or more of the shareown­ 
ers. 


Rockwell's 
complaint 
arose 
from the heav y selling of its 
stock by three mutual funds, 
thus driv ing down the price. 
This action angered Willard F. 
Rockwell Jr., the president, just 
as similar selling has irritated 
officials of other companies. 
Rockwell was quoted as say­ 
ing delisting might be a way to 
notification to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 
Most companies simply do not 


keep fund people away. He is 
said to hav e reasoned that funds 
showr less interest in ov er-the- 
counter stocks. 


A resolution by the board is 
assumed before the issue is put 
to the stockholders. The Ameri­ 
can Stock Exchange, the na­ 
tion's second largest, specifical­ 
ly requires that, as the first 
step, a resolution to delist must 
be passed by the requesting 
firm's board. 


A certified copy of this resolu­ 
tion then must be sent to the 
exchange 
with 
a 
statement 
backing the facts in the resolu­ 
tion. The exchange then studies 
the material and notifies the 
company if it accepts or rejects 
the application. 
If it accepts, the exchange 
then requires that each regis­ 
tered shareholder be giv en 15 
days notice prior to its delisting 
wish to delist. To be listed on a 
reputable exchange offers possi­ 
bilities for broader share owner­

Seize 2 8 To ns 
Of Rho desia n ' 
Currency 


F R A N K F U R T , Germany 
(AP) — West German author­ 
ities, acting at the request of the 
British Embassy in Bonn, hav e 
seized 28 tons of Rhodesian cur­ 
rency printed on order of Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's Rhodesian 
gov ernment, 
British 
sources 
reported today. 


The sources said 2.2 tons of 
the currency were seized at the 
Frankfurt 
airport 
Tuesday 
night, shortly before the ship­ 
ment was to be flown to Salisbu­ 
ry on 
a regularly scheduled 
South African Airways flight, 
and the remainder was taken 
ov er at a printing firm in Mu­ 
nich. 


There was no immediate esti­ 
mate of the v alue of the curren­ 
cy. but the sources said the 
shipment 
obv iously 
contained 
the equiv alent of millions of dol­ 
lars. 
British sources said the action 
was taken because London re­ 
gards the Smith regime as ille­ 
gal 
and 
regards 
any 
money 
printed by it as counterfeit cur­ 
rency. 
The British gov ernment has 
set 
up 
a 
Rhodesian 
reserv e 
bank in exile at London w’ith Sir 
Sidney Cain as gov ernor. 
The banknotes seized in West 
Germany carried the imprint 
“Reserv e Bank of Rhodesia” 
and the signature, “Bruce, gov ­ 
ernor."
